Rome’s Fate 
P 
RESIDENT ROOSEVELT'S reply to the prime 
m inister of Eire, that "if German forces were 
not entrenched in Rome no question would arise 
concerning the city’s preservation’’ is not a com­ 
prehensive statem ent. If the A llies 
were en­ 
trenched in Rome, instead of the Germans, there 
would be an even greater question of the city s 
preservation than there is now. 


To argue that the Allies would not he en- | 
trenched in Rome, as the G erm ans are, is or 
course to Ignore the real issue. Rome is of prime 
military importance to the Germans, and it would 
be of primo military importance to the Allies, 
if they held it. The Germans are talking about 
its preservation because they are in occupation; 
if the city was on the other fool, they would he 
in the same awkward position as the Allies. 


Rome’s fate is not sealed. The Allies, it is 
certain, are open to reason. Even if military ex­ 
pediency keeps the Germans from abandoning 
Rome, as it probably will, there will be no indis­ 
crim inate bombing. There has been none to date. 
Railroad yards and warehouses are not cultural 
monuments, however, and they will be destroyed. 
Air fields will he bombed. There will be, no 
doubt, incidental and accidental damage to price­ 
less buildings, but it will not be intentional. 
The object is not to terrorize Rome, but to | 
reduce its value to the Germans as a military 
base. If and when the Germans leave the city 
and it is occupied by the Allies, it then will re- j 
main to be seen 
whether the invaders trorn j 
Im yond the Alps are as interested in its welfare I 
as the Allies are trying to be.
